CONSTITUTION OF OHIO. 


JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing An Amendment to the Consti- 
tution ol the State of Ohio Rela- 
tive to the Passage of Bills. 


Be It resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. A proposition shall be sub- 
mitted to the electors of this state at the 
next election for members of the general 
assembly, to amend the constitution of 
the state of Ohio so that sections 18 to 
32, both Inclusive, of article II, shall be 
spectlvely be numbered as sections 19 to 
33; and sections 16 and 18 of such article 
be so amended as to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II.

In 
writing, to 
the

which it originated which may then re- 
consider the vote on its passage. If two- 
thirds of the members elected to that 
house then agree to^-repass the bill, it 
shall be sent, with the objections of the 
governor, to the other house, which may 
also reconsider the vote on its passage, 
[f two-thirds of the members elected to 
that house then agree to repaas it.it shall 
become a law, rotwithstanding the ob- 
jections of the governor. If a bill shall 
not be returned by the governor within 
ten days. Sundays excepted, after being 
presented to him, It shall become a law, 
unless the general assembly by adjourn- 
ment prevent its return; in which case, 
it shall become a law unless, within ten 
days after such adjournment, it shall be 
flled by him, with his objections, in the 
ofl'ce of the secietary of. state.

JOINT RESOLUTION 


To Amend Section Two of Article Twelve 
of the Constitution of Ohio. 


8e it resolved by the General .Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. That, a proposition.shall be 
submitted to the electors of the state of 
Ohio, on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in-November, 1908, to amend sec- 
tion two of article twelve of the consti- 
tution of the state of Ohio, so that it 
shall read as follows. 
ARTICLE XH 
Finance and Taxation. 


- Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall have 
power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising state and local 
revenue. It may classify the subjects of 
taxation so far as their differences jus- 
tify the same in orfler to secure a just 
-eturn from each. All taxes and other 
charges shall be" imposed for public pur- 
poses only and shall be lust to each sub- 
ject. The power of'taxation shall never 
t>e surrendered, suspended or 
contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county or 
townsli'p in this state and Donds issued 
m behalf of the "public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction hi connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, 
public 
school houses, houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions of purely pub- 
lic charity, public property used exclus- 
ively for any public purpose, and person- 
al property to an amount not exceeding in 
value 5200, for each individual, may, by 
general laws", be exempted from taxation;
